ere goes a Story of a Country-Gentleman, 

& who, upon the Reſtoration of King Charles the 
Second, having footed it to Town, took up 
is Station in St. James's Park, where He was 


daily upon the Watch, warming his Mouth with a Pipe 


of Tobacco, and diſcharging his Glands of that Sort 
of Phlegm, which. the Poor and the Diſappointed. are 
uſually troubled with. 'The King paſſing frequently 
that Way, the Gentleman and his Pipe were conſtantly 
in the very ſame Place, where He wift'd His Majeſty 
good Sport, if He was going a Hunting, or a pleafant 
Day, m caſe He was taking the Air. At laſt this con- 
ſtant Attendance upon Duty having render d Him a 
little remarkable, the King made Enquiry aſter the

a⁊tely to the Office, and ſtrikes with the great Hammer, 


demanding in theKing's Name to be inſtantly, and with 
all due Formalities, admitted into his Poſt. '. But, for 
Anſwer, He was told, there cou'd be no Regard paid 
to the Meſſage, He had delivor'd, without a Round Sum 
of Money for the neceſſary Writings, Fees, &c.
